CONDITIONS AND RATES TO USE FOR MOSQUITO CONTROL

KONTROL 30-30 CONCENTRATE is for use as an ultra low volume (ULV) thermal or non-thermal aerosol
(cold fog) to control adult mosquitoes, flies, midges and gnats in residential and recreational areas where these
insects pests become a problem, such as, but not limited to parks, campsites, woodlands, athletic fields, golf
courses, residential areas, municipalities, gardens, playgrounds, and non-crop waste areas. For best results, treat
when mosquitoes or insects are most active and weather conditions are conducive to keeping the fog close to the
ground e.g. cool temperatures. Applications during the cool hours of night and early morning are usually preferable.

Both ground and aerial applications should be made when meteorological conditions are conducive to keeping the
spray cloud close to the ground, such as when an air temperature inversion is present. Applications during the cool
hours of early morning or evening are preferable. Air temperatures should be greater than 50° F when conducting
all types of applications. Application in calm air conditions is to be avoided. Apply when wind speed is greater
than 1 mph. Do not apply when wind speeds exceed 10 mph. Applications cannot exceed the recommended rates.

Do not treat a site with more than 0.007 lbs of each active ingredient, permethrin and piperonyl butoxide per acre in
a 3-day period. Retreatments within a 3-day period must not exceed 0.007 total Ibs of permethrin in any site/ Do
not exceed 25 applications of 0.007 Ibs permethrin or piperonyl butoxide per acre at any site in one calendar year, or
exceed 0.18 1bs of permethrin or piperonyl butoxide per acre per site per year.

Cucurbit vegetables, including Chayote (fruit), Chinese waxgourd (Chinese preserving melon), Citron melon,
Cuban pumpkin, Cucumber, Gherkin, Gourd (edible, includes hyotan, cucuzza, hechima, Chinese okra), Momordica
spp. (includes balsam apple, balsam pear, bitter melon, Chinese cucumber), Muskmelon (hybrids and/or cultivars of
Cucumis melo including true cantaloupe, cantaloupe, casaba, Crenshaw melon, golden pershaw melon, honeydew
melon, honey balls, mango melon, Persian melon, pineapple melon, Santa Claus melon, snake melon and Winter
melon), Pumpkin, Squash (includes summer squash types such as: butternut squash, calabaza, crookneck squash,
Hubbard squash, scallop squash, straightneck squash, vegetable marrow and zucchini, and winter squash t7ypes
such as acorn squash and spaghetti squash), Watermelon (includes hybrids and/or varieties if Citrullus lanatus).

Leafy Vegetables, including Leafy vegetables (except brassica), Amaranth (leafy amaranth, Chinese spinach,
tampala), Arugula (Roquette), Chervil, Chrysanthemum (edible leaved and garland), Corn salad, Cress (garden),
Cress (upland, yellow rocket, winter cress), Dandelion, Dock (sorrel), Endive (escarole), Lettuce (head and leaf),
Orach, Parsley, Purslane (garden and winter), Radicchio (red chicory), Spinach (including New Zealand and vine —

Aerial Application made at <200 feet above ground elevation: Spray equipment must be adjusted so that the
volume median diameter produced is less than 60 microns (Dv 0.5 < 60 um) and that 90% of the spray is contained
in droplets smaller than 100 microns (Dv 0.9 < 100 um). The effects of flight speed and, for non-rotary nozzles,
nozzle angle on the droplet size spectrum must be considered. Directions from the equipment manufacturer or
vendor, pesticide registrant or a test facility using a wind tunnel and laser-based measurement instrument must be
used to adjust equipment to produce acceptable droplet size spectra. Application equipment must be tested at least
annually to confirm that pressure at the nozzle and nozzle flow rate(s) are properly calibrated.

Aerial Application made at >200 feet above ground elevation: Spray equipment must be adjusted so that the
volume median diameter produced is less than 70 microns (Dv 0.5 < 70 um) and that 90% of the spray is contained
in droplets smaller than 145 microns (Dv 0.9 < 145 um). The effects of flight speed and, for non-rotary nozzles,
nozzle angle on the droplet size spectrum must be considered. Directions from the equipment manufacturer or
vendor, pesticide registrant or a test facility using a wind tunnel and laser-based measurement instrument must be
used to adjust equipment to produce acceptable droplet size spectra. Application equipment must be tested at least
annually to confirm that pressure at the nozzle and nozzle flow rate(s) are properly calibrated

ULV NON-THERMAL AEROSOL (COLD FOG) APPLICATIONS

To control mosquitoes, midges and blackflies, apply KONTROL 30-30 CONCENTRATE using any standard
ULV ground applicator capable of producing a non-thermal aerosol spray. When applying the product undiluted,
apply at a flow rate of 0.53 to 2.2 ounces per minute at an average vehicle speed of 10 mph. These rates are
equivalent to 0.00175 to 0.007 pounds of permethrin a.i. and the same amount of 0.00175 to 0.007 pounds of
piperonyl butoxide a.i. per acre. If different vehicle speed is used, adjust the rate accordingly. Vary flow rates
accordingly to vegetation density and mosquito population. Use higher flow rates in heavy vegetation or when
populations are high. An accurate flow rate control system must be used to ensure proper flow rate. KONTROL
30-30 CONCENTRATE may also be applied by diluting with a suitable solvent such as 60 to 100 second mineral
oil and applying so as not to exceed the maximum a.i. pounds of active ingredient per acre as shown in the first
column of the ULV table shown below. That table represents some suggested application rates for ground ULV
applications. If an alternative dilution rate is required, adjust the flow rate accordingly, provided droplet size and
spectrum remain within label specifications. Do not exceed a flow rate of 20 oz. per minute unless recommended by
equipment manufacturers and/or Public Health Officials.

THERMAL AEROSOL APPLICATIONS

For use in thermal fogging equipment such as truck-mounted thermal fog generators or other equipment capable of
making thermal fogging applications. KONTROL 30-30 CONCENTRATE may be applied either diluted or
undiluted. If diluted, use a light mineral oil, or another suitable non-phytotoxic diluent. Do not exceed the
maximum rate of 0.007 1bs. a.i. per acre. May be applied with truck-mounted equipment at speeds of 5 mph to 20
mph. Use a swath width of 300 feet for calculation. For use with handheld, backpack or lawn mower thermal
fogging equipment do not exceed the maximum rate of 0.007 Ibs. a.i. per acre.

BARRIER APPLICATIONS

For use in non-thermal ULV, motorized, portable, backpack, handheld or truck-mounted fogging equipment or
mist blower equipment, apply KONTROL 30-30 CONCENTRATE with equipment adjusted to deliver ULV
particles of 50 to 100 volume median diameter. KONTROL 30-30 CONCENTRATE may be applied undiluted
or diluted (see Application Rates Charts on this label). If diluted, use a light mineral oil, or another suitable, non-
phytotoxic diluent. For truck-mounted applications, use not more than 0.007 Ibs. permethrin per acre. Use a 300
ft. (15.2 m) swath width (see application rate charts on this label) for calculations. For backpack or handheld
applications, use not more than 0.007 lbs. a.i. per acre. Use a 300 ft. swath width and a walking speed of 2 mph
(3.2 kph) for calculations. Direct spray onto foliage at the perimeter of areas from which mosquitoes or flies are to
be excluded or direct spray into harborage areas where adult mosquitoes or flies may be found. May be used to
treat aggregation and harborage sites such as abandoned buildings, residential buildings, warehouses, storm
drains, underground drainage pipes and other areas where adult mosquitoes find harborage.

AERIAL APPLICATION INSTRUCTIONS

Apply with aircraft specially equipped and capable of applying Ultra-Low Volumes of KONTROL 30-30
CONCENTRATE. Applications can be made diluted or undiluted but cannot exceed the specified rates of
0.007 Ibs. permethrin per acre and 0.007 1bs. piperonyl butoxide per acre. Applications should be made at an
altitude of 100 to 300 feet. Apply at airspeed sufficient to deliver the appropriate amount of active ingredient per
acre. Do not apply by fixed wing aircraft at a height less than 100 feet, or by helicopter at a height less than 75
feet unless specifically approved by the state or tribe based on public health needs. Treat when insects are most
active and meteorological conditions are conducive to keeping the spray cloud close to the ground. In order to
compensate for windy conditions and ensure drift onto the target area aerial application with aircraft equipped
with Global Positioning Systems (GPS) is recommended.

STORAGE AND DISPOSAL
Do not contaminate water, food or feed by storage or disposal. Open dumping is prohibited.
Pesticide Storage and Spill Procedures: Keep this product in its tightly closed original container when not in use.
Store in a cool, dry (preferably locked) area that is designated for such insecticides and also inaccessible to children
and animals.

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(all sizes): Empty the remaining contents into application equipment or a mix tank and continue to drain for 10
seconds after the flow begins to drip. Hold container upside down over application equipment or mix tank or collect
rinsate for later use or disposal. Insert pressure rinsing nozzle in the side of the container and rinse at about 40 PSI
for at least 30 seconds. Drain for 10 seconds after the flow begins to drip.
